Exchange, David R. Francis, then Mayor. of St. Louis, on the 
subject of the .Merchants Bridge reported Jan, 3, 1887, as 
‘follows. 
‘*In considering the discrimination against the commerce of St. 
Louis your committee early in the year (1886) arriyed at the conclu- 
~ sion that another bridge across the Mississippi river at this place was 
absolutely essential to the correction of the burdensome bridge tolls : 
on shipments to and from St. Louis proper. We also saw. that another 
bridge; if practically free, would be an inducement for the construction 
of new railroads east and west, which would sooner or later remove ~ 
the glaring discriminations in -reight rates, and would furthermore 
make St. Louis instead of East St. Louis the terminus of Eastern roads. 
Several proposed franchises were presented to the committee for in- 
dorsement, but fearing another bridge owned and controlled by private 
interests might prove an additional burden on our commerce, it decided

Mrs. Libbie Ginsburg Hewitt’s 
Maiden Name Also Is © 


Restored by Court. 

Mra. Libbie Ginsburg Hewitt is again 
Miss Libbie Ginsburg, having obtained 
a divorce and the restoration of her 
maiden name seven months after she 
eloped with Horace C. Hewitt, a lawyer.

Fifty cases in which milk dealers were 
charged with having sold a product 
that Was either under the standard re- 
quired for milk by the city ordinances 
or which contained formaldehyde, were 
tried Wednesday by Judge Tracy in 
the Clark Avenue Police Court. 

A minor number of cages against the 
milk dealers were continued. Among 
these were six against the Keyes Farm 
and Dairy Co., charged with delivering 
milk that contained -forfhaldehyde. 

City Chemist T. A. Buckland, who, 
with his inspectors, worked up the cases 
against the milk dealers, says that milk 
is brought below the required standard 
either by skimming it or putting water 
in it. Attorney Fred Armstrong repre- 
sented the City Chemist in court. 

One Is Discharged. 

Of all the cases that were tried, in 
only one was a full discharge granted 
by the court. This was in the case 
of M. F. Bechtel, charged with selling 
milk that contained formaldehyde. There 
was conflicting evidence and the Court 
ruled that Bechtel, having a good repu- 
tation as a milkman, was entitled to 
the benefit of the doubt.

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AURORA BOREALIS. 


VISITS. ST. LOUIS 
WITH COLD WAVE 


Beautiful Chromatic Pano- 
rama Lasts for More Than 
a Half Hour. 


STARTED ABOUT 9 P. M. 


Before It Disappeared the 
Temperature Had Dropped 
10 Degrees. '

A brilliant and enchantingly beautiful 
aurora borealis was seen in St. Louis 
It was followed by 
an almost instaneous drop of 10 de- 
grees in temperature at 9:30 p. m., when 
the unusual spectacle was at its height. 


The aurora, or Northern light, is rarely 
seen outside of the Arctic regions and 
the extremé northern portions of the 
American continent, and according to 
scientific records no manifestation so 
brilliant as that of Wednesday night 
has been viewed from St. Louis since 
1869. 

Residents in the ouflying districts, be- 
yond the city smoke belt, saw the au- 
rora in all its splendor. 

Flashes of Green Light. 

Shortly after 9 p. m. flashes of 
green light- began to -play in the 
nerthern heavens. These illumined 
the crests of fleecy white clouds 
which were not visible except when 
the flashes came. At intervals of 10 
seconds these vivid phosphorescent 
discharges were repeated growing 
wider until their range seemed to 
ccver the entire northern horizon. 

At times the pulsing, palpitating 
light would suddenly change from 
green to a delicate shade of pink, 

Until 9:30 there were no other mani- 
festations. Then great shafts of light, 
much more intense than the illumina- 
tion in the background, would shoot 
high into the air. These shafts, al- 
ternately green and pink, were arranged 
like the spokes in a wheel and all 
radiated from the central greenish glow 
with which the display began.’ 

Drop in the Tempera 

At the instant when the Arcti¢ searthi- 
lights were turned on, observers noted 
a sudden fall in temperature. A brisk 
cold wind swept down from the North- 
west and continued to blow while the 
shafts of light were visible. 

Records of the Weather Bureau show 
that the temperature at 9 o'clock 
Wednesday night was 67 and 10 o’clock 
was 58. 

The Rev. Father Martin S. Brennan, 
noted astronomer, said Thursday: 

“The manifestations really commenced 
Monday night. That evening shortly 
after 7° o’clock I saw a most beautiful 
aurora. The one last night was of the 
same character though probably much 
more extensive and therefore more bril- 
liant. 

‘In the Arctic regions the aurora is al- 
ways taken as a sign that summer is 
over and that the winter’s cold will soon 
swoop down. The aurora borealis is 
caused by the gradual discharge of earth 
electricity through the atmosphere. The 
air being a non-conductor of electricity 
the passage of the currents through it 
is very gradual. 

No Chance for Explosion, 

“Otherwise all of the electricity would 
be discharged at once with a great ex- 
plosion which would shake and possibly 
destroy the earth.”’ 

Telegraph and telephone companies 
said Thursday that for several days they 
havé noticed seemingly unexplainable 
variations and disarrangements of 
their magnetic apparatus. 

The aurora at various times and at 
long intervals has been seen outside 
of the Arctic regions. It was seen at 
Cherbourg, France, in 182, and in New 
York in 1869.

Because he could not ride three horses 
abreast and do other circus tricks which 
he says were required of him utider the 
Roosevelt army orders, Harvey Dol- 
phey, son a Presbyterian minister in 
Mobile, Ala., deserted from the First 
Cavairy at Fort Morgan in June, 1908. 
He was arrested at Grand and Lawton 
avenues Thursday, through a chance 
remark which he made to two city de- 
tectives who were standing near him, 
watching the industrial parade.

“T was only in the army five months,” 
he added, then tried to change the 
subject as the detectives quizzed him. 
They took him to police headquar- 
ters, where Dolphey admitted that he 
was a deserter. 
“IT enlisted under the 
Charles Wainwright in 
he related. “Capt. Schwarz, 
my commander, made us all take 
turns at riding bareback horses in a 
circle, riding in pyramid style, with 
eight or nihe men clinging to one on 
the horse’s back, and riding three 
horses abreast, with one foot on each 
of the outer ones, The last stunt was 
the one I couldn’t do.

PRICE CURRENT. 
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The bears had the advantage in grain 
today, despite higher prices at Liver- 
pool and continued bullish news from 
the Argentine. Traders were inclined 
to pay more attention to the domestic 
situation, which was distinctly bearish. 

Export markets were again very dull 
and Winnipeg reported prices beginning 
to reflect the heavy receipts there. Oc- 
tober wheat was ic lower there than 
last night on this account. 

A wire from there said: ‘its no 
use, Export businéss poor. Our cars 
keep coming, Last year over 30,000,000 
bu of our wheat crop sold for export 
at this time.

Argentine shipments for the week 
were 880,000 bu, against only 72,000 bu 
last year, tending to show that the re- 
ports of crop damage are not, at the 
moment, shared by shippers in that 
country. 

Crop estimates on the Government 
report were bearish. 

Snow's report indicates that the 
Government will show the corn con- 
dition aroind 86, which, if official, 
will make crop about 2,975,000,000 bu. 
Many official estimates ipdicate a
